Associated  Students  for  the  University  of  Nevada  presidential  incum- 
bent candidate  Jeff  Champagne  made  Nevada  history  by  defeating 
challenger  Brad  Naughton  in  the  2006  ASUN  general  elections.  With 
the  win,  Champagne  became  the  first  ASUN  president  to  be  reelected 
for  a  second  term. 


"It  is  very  exciting,"  Champagne  told  the  Nevada  Sagebrush.  "There  are 
big  things  that  still  need  to  be  done,  and  I  am  still  going  to  be  part  of  the 
process." 

Nine  hundred  and  sixty  two  students  voted  in  the  2006  ASUN  general  elec- 
tions. Champagne,  who  garnered  58.2  percent  of  the  vote  to  Naughton's 
36.5  percent,  recieved  560  votes;  Naughton,  351  (51  None  of  the  above).

On  a  typically  crisp  Northern  Nevada  day,  the  Wolf  Pack  softball  team  matched-up  with  the 
Chinese  national  team  at  Idlewild  Park,  Tuesday,  March  7.  After  losing  the  first  two  games — 
10-2,  Sunday,  March  5  in  Las  Vegas  and  17-2,  in  the  first  half  of  the  Tuesday  double-header 
in  Reno — the  Wolf  Pack  came  back  to  shutout  the  internationally  ranked  Chinese  4-0. 

In  preperation  for  the  2008  Summer  Olympics  in  Beijing,  the  Chinese  natioal  softball  team  played  a 
series  of  exhibition  games  in  the  United  States,  including  Reno  and  Las  Vegas,  against  some  of  the 
countries  top  collegiate  and  amatuer  softball  teams.

Athletic  Conference  tournament  at  Lawlor  Events  Center.  Two  days 
later,  Nevada  took  on  nationally-ranked  Lousiana  Tech  for  the  op- 
portunity to  play  for  the  WAC  tournament  championship. 


Despite  keeping  the  Lady  Techsters  close  in  the  first  half,  Nevada,  who 
trailed  by  only  two  fell  to  eventual  champion  La.
